held June 30. 1905, the following reso-
lution was regularly adopted and made
a part of the rules and regulations of
the Board of Health of the Territory
of Hawaii; viz.:

Resolved. That in any district where
a death has occurred, or a patient is
found to be suffering, from any malig-
nant contagious or infectious disease,
the Board of Health, or its agents,
shall have the right to summarily pro-

ceed to said district and cause all
buildings, within a radius of not more
than one mile from the place said death
occurred, or said patient was found,
which they shall judge to be infected,
or in an insanitary condition, and .

menace to the public health, to be
thoroughly disinfected, by fumigatioa
or other means, and all persons residing
or working in any such buildings, and
all personal property therein, to &e

thoroughly disinfected, to the satisfac-
tion of the Board of Health, or it
agents, before either persons or prop-
erty shall be removed therefrom; and.
that thereafter all such insanitary-building- s

and properties shall be vacat-
ed immediately, and no person shall be
allowed to live or work therein, or to
store any goods therein, until the same
shall have been placed in a sanitary-condition-.

A Manila paper brings the news that

the passengers on the U. S. A. T. Sher-

man, which put back into this port a
month ago with a small-po- x case, were
put through rigid quarantine in Ma-

nila. It savs:

arrived on the transport Sherman, who
are not assigned to stations. This

The Sherman arrived in Manila from
quarantine late Sunday afternoon when
the troops assigned to stations were
disembarked to proceed immediately
to their respective posts. There they
will be kept in quarantine until the
required fourteen days have elapsed.
